SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Sweet Meat Lost Innocence is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains explicit depictions and descriptions of teenage males 
engaging in sexual activity. The youthful appearance of the teenage participants is 
emphasised by associating them with teenage activities, such as skateboarding, 
surfing and reading comics. The teenage males often refer to their parents and the 
possible punishment they could receive from their parents. Narration made by an 
adult male emphasises the sexual desirability of teenage males. The narration is 
connected with voyeuristic depictions of teenage males and boys at a beach. These 
depicitions and descriptions promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. 

In two of the four episodes of explicit sexual activity violence and coercion are used to 
compel two teenage males to submit to sexual conduct. The teenage males are 
physically forced to fellate and engage in anal intercourse with other teenage males. 
The teenage males are heard to say “No” to the activities and are seen to struggle 
against being physically restrained. The manner in which these two scenes are dealt 
with promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to 
submit to sexual conduct. 
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The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of teenage males and 
boys for sexual purposes, and promotes and supports the use of violence and 
coercion to compel teenage males to submit to sexual conduct. It is therefore deemed 
to be objectionable under s3(2)(a) and s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. Because these are deeming provisions which cannot be given 
a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms in si 4 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990, si 4 does not apply. 
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
